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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendments raise new issues that 
require further consideration and/or search. Applicant argues that DE'319 does not disclose "wherein, a volume of lubricating fluid is 
sealed within said cavity and at least partially covering one or more braking surfaces located within said cavity, said lubricating fluid 
separate from cooling fluid." Examiner notes that the argument is more specific than the claim language. Applicant also argues that a 
volume of air "is not fluid (such as oil) as 'fluid' is described within the specification." Examiner notes that the claim previously recited 
"fluid" and that air is a form of fluid. Therefore, it was not improper to interpret the air in the DE'319 reference as representing the recited 
fluid. Applicant also argues that the fluid or air is not sealed within the cavity but admits that element 32 is provided to seal the brake 
against external oil and dust. Examiner maintains that, as broadly recited, element 32, by virtue of its direct connection to the periphery 
of element 16, seals or closes the cavity against at least some air passage. The claim does not recite that the sealing is air-tight. 
Accordingly, the after-final amendments will not be entered and the current rejections have been maintained. 
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
